This  week,  Chemist  &  Druggist  received 
one  of  its  shortest  letters  ever.  On  the 
subject  of  ibuprofen  being  made 
available  as  a  GSL,  Pharmaforce's  sales 
director  Ella  Craig  sent  a  one-liner  from  her  boss: 
"Ask  an  expert..  Ask  your  garage  mechanic." 

Last  week  Xrayser  had  rat  her  more  to  say  on  the 
subject,  No  doubt  both  echo  the  thoughts  of 
pharmacists  throughout  Great  Britain  on  a 
Committee  on  Safety  of  Medicines'  move  to 
switch  a  single  product  from  P  to  GSL  using  the 
Medicines  (Pharmacy  and  General  Sale 
Exemption)  Order  1980  as  the  mechanism.  This 
allowed  the  Galpharm  cart  to  go  before  the 
consultation  horse  and  to  set  a  product 
precedent,  Sure  enough,  Zyma  and  Crookes  have 
announced  their  intention  to  get  their  product 
horses  out  of  the  stable  and  to  market  before  the 
proverbial  door  can  be  shut . 

The  Royal  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  now  met 
the  Medicines  Control  Agency  to  express  concern 
that,  without  prior  consultation,  it  was  able  to 
classify  as  GSL  a  product  containing  a  substance 
that  was  "essentially  a  prescription-only  medicine". 


At  its  July 


meeting 


Council  questioned  the 


wisdom  of  allowing  the  uncontrolled  sale  of  a 
substance  known  to  have  'serious  risks  of  side 
effects'.  Pharmacists  will  have  similar  concerns, 
and  so  might  people  taking  Galpharm  with  its  on- 
pack  warning  "Don't  take  for  more  than  48  hours 
without  consulting  you  doctor  or  pharmacist". 

The  Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain's 
fear  is  that  the  labelling  of  products  switched  by 
the  Galpharm  route  givesthe  public  mixed 
safety/warning  messages  if  they  compare  these 
packs  with  their  P  ibuprofen  counterparts. 

Medicines  are  neither  sweets  nor  foods  and 
deserve  respect,  Mixed  messages  can  confuse  and 
could  kill.  The  public  deserves  better.

Script  'saint' 
solicitor 
seeks  OTC 
clarification 

The  solicitor  for  the  Welsh  phar- 
macist under  investigation  over 
privately  dispensed  FPlOs  has 
sought  clarification  over  the 
legality  of  selling  an  OTC  medi- 
cine off  prescription. 

Gwent  pharmacist  Allan 
Sharpe  is  being  investigated  for 
breaking  regulation  3.1  of  his 
NHS  contract  for  treating  the 
FPU)  form  as  a  private  script, 
when  the  cost  is  cheaper  to  the 
patient.  He  argues  this  is  the  same 
principle  as  a  pharmacist  electing 
to  sell  an  OTC  medicine  when  the 
cost  is  less  than  the  script  fee. 

His  solicitor,  Colin  Harrison, 
points  out:  "I  cannot  see  any  dif- 
ference between  treating  a  pre- 
scription as  private  or  OTC  as  the 
Regulations  do  not  stipulate  any 
difference  between  a  Pharmacy 
and  a  Prescription  Only  medi- 
cine." 

The  benefit  of  Mr  Sharpe's 
approach  is  to  ensure  records  are 
kept,  while  those  pharmacists 
who  simply  return  the  script  to 
the  patient  and  dispense  the  item 
OTC,  have  no  means  of  checking 
the  sale,  he  says. 

Mr  Harrison  has  written  to 
Gwent  Health  Authority  seeking 
clarification  of  this  issue.  The 
matter  has  now  been  referred  to 
the  Authority's  chairman. 

He  has  also  written  to  the  Royal 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  A 
spokesperson  for  the  Society's 
Law  department  says:  "whether 
it's  a  breach  of  contract  is  debat- 
able".

Illegal  drug  supplies  land 
Bhandal  in  prison 


A  pharmacist  w  ho  supplied  drug 
addicts  under  the  counter  for 
cash,  was  jailed  for  six  years  last 
Wednesday. 

Class  A  drugs  with  a  street 
value  of  nearly  £6,000  passed 
through  his  Maidenhead  shop 
without  appearing  in  any 
records,  Isleworth  Crown  Court 
heard  during  a  trial  last  month 
(C&D  July  29,  pl44). 

"The  clear  inference  is  that 
they  were  sold  unlawfully  to 
addicts",  said  prosecutor  Robert 
Spencer-Bernard. 

The  pharmacist  at  SB  Dispens- 
ing Chemist,  Sarbjit  Singh  Bhan- 
dal. was  found  guilty  of  five 


charges  of  supplying  Controlled 
Drugs  and  six  of  failing  to  make 
drug  entries  in  the  CD  register,  all 
between  January  and  May  last 
year. 

Jailing  him.  Judge  Anthony 
Durrant  QC,  said:  "The  persistent 
course  of  supplying  aggravates 
the  seriousness  of  the  offences 
and  also  the  fact  that  you  sup- 
plied these  drugs  while  you  were 
a  registered  pharmacist.  The 
courts  have  made  it  clear  that 
they  will  deal  severely  with  those 
who  engage  in  this  dangerous 
trade." 

The  drugs  involved  included 
methadone,  Palfiuni  and  Diconal.

Society  reworks

Other  significant  changes 
include  a  requirement  to  dispens* 
liquid  oral  preparations  in  chili 
resistant  containers  and  for  tin 
pharmacist,  wherever  possible 
to  counsel  patients  so  they  can 
gam  maximum  benefit  from  then 
medicines 

Other  members  of  staff  may,  il 
deemed  appropriate,  offer  coun- 
selling but  they  should  make 
clear  that  t he  pharmacist  is  avail- 
able. 

The  October  edition  of  Medi- 
cines, Ethics  and  Practice:  A 
guide  for  pharmacist,  which  will 
contain  the  revised  dispensing 
standards,  will  also  contain  tin 
revised  continuing  education 
requirement  that  all  pharmacists 
address  rather  than  cov  er  all  core 
and  relevant  sectoral  syllabus 
every  5-8  year  s.

Misconduct  verdict  for  a  man 
who  was  'helping  the  Kurds' 


A  pharmacist  who  claimed  Pre- 
scription Only  drugs  he  sold  to 
two  mystery  men  were  for  sup- 
ply to  struggling  Kurds,  has  been 
found  guilty  of  misconduct  by 
the  Royal  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety's Statutory  Committee. 

Antoine  Geday,  of  College 
Close,  Harrow  Wealds,  Harrow, 
was  found  guilty  of  failing  to 
exercise  a  proper  control  over 
the  drags. 

Josselyn  Hill,  for  the  Society, 
told  the  Committee  how  Mr 
Geday  admitted  handing  over 
products,  including  200-300 
Adalat  and  Isordil,  and  500-1,000 


A  newly-qualified  pharmacist 
who  became  addicted  to  drags 
while  a  student,  raided  various 
pharmacies  of  their  cocaine 
stocks,  the  Royal  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  Statutory  Commit- 
tee heard  last  week. 

After  registering  in  August 
1993,  Toby  Hale,  of  Saxon  Road, 
Hastings,  immediately  began 
stealing  the  drug  from  the  phar- 
macies where  he  worked,  replac- 
ing it  with  ascorbic  acid. 

Josselyn  Hill,  for  the  Society, 
said  of  Mr  Hale:  "He  worked  as  a 
locum  in  various  Kent  and  Sus- 
sex pharmacies.  In  May  1994  he 
was  admitted  to  hospital  where 
he  told  doctors  he  had  stolen 
cocaine  arid  dexedrine  from  Con- 
trolled Drags  cabinets  and  con- 
sumed it  himself.  He  told  doctors 


A  pharmacy  manager  caught 
with  his  fingers  in  the  till  and 
later  jailed,  failed  in  a  bid  to 
return  to  practice  last  week. 

Kiritkumar  Patel  of  Pinner 
Road,  Harrow,  helped  himself  to 
over  SI, 000  while  manager  of 
Lloyds  Chemist,  in  Croxley 
Green,  Rickmansworth,  in  1990. 

On  February  7,  1991,  at  St. 
Albans  Crown  Court,  he  pleaded 
guilty  and  was  sentenced  to  six 
months  imprisonment  for  theft 
and  false  accounting.  The  court 
also  ordered  him  to  pay  SI, 113.18 
compensation  to  Lloyds  and  S240 
costs. 

He  was  released  in  May  and 


Zantac  and  Aldomet,  to  two 
unknown  men,  on  four  or  five 
occasions. 

He  thought  the  drugs  were 
being  exported  to  Iraq  and  that 
supplying  them,  he  would  be 
helping  the  Kurds.

Mr  Geday  said:  "The  unknown 
men  gave  the  names  of  three  hos- 
pitals, I  checked  them  with  other 
Kurdish  people  and  they  said

Veteran  restored 

A  veteran  phar  macist  has  been 
restored  to  the  Register  almost  20 
years  after  being  struck  off  for 
non-payment  of  fees. 

John  Andrew,  65,  of  Bexley, 
Kent,  was  convicted  of  selling 
medicines  without  supervision  at 
Woolwich  Magistrates  Court  in 
1974.  The  pharmacy,  of  which  he 
was  superintendent,  was  back  in 
court  in  1975  for  similar  offences. 

Mr  Andrew  appeared  before 
the  Statutory  Committee  but  his 
case  was  twice  adjourned.  In  May 
1976,  he  was  struck  off  for  non 
payment  of  fees. 

Mr  Andrew  told  last  week's 
hearing  that  he  had  attended  a 
return  to  practice  course.  Com- 
mittee chairman  Gary  Flather 
told  Mr  Andrew,  "We  have  confi- 
dence in  you  to  know  the  limits  of 
your  own  renaissance." 


Dispensing  of 
charity  stock 
raises  spectre 
of  misconduct 

The  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Royal  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  adjourned  hearing  the  case  of 
a  Solihull  pharmacist  who  was 
dispensing  medication  donated 
to  the  sick  and  needy  in  Poland. 

When  inspectors  questioned 
Roy  Lane  as  to  why  the  antibi- 
otics were  in  his  pharmacy  at 
101B  Hobs  Moat  Road,'  he 
insisted  that  he  interrded  to  send 
them  to  Bosnia.  They  had  been 
donated  by  the  Wellcome  Foun- 
dation to  a  registered  charity, 
Brit/Pol  Health  Care  Foundation. 

Josselyn  Hill  told  the  Commit- 
tee that  an  inspector's  unex- 
pected visit  on  February  18,  1994, 
found  a  quantity  of  inadequately 
labelled  stock. 

Mr  Lane  subsequently  con- 
firmed that  some  of  the  stock  was 
not  labelled.  When  asked 
whether  staff  had  been  told  not  to 
disperrse  the  stock,  he  said  it  was 
intended  for  Bosnia  but  had  been 
inadvertently  moved. 

1  le  said  the  medicine's  packag- 
ing had  been  damaged  and  was 
being  re-packaged. 

Explaining  his  possession  of 
the  stock,  Mr  Lane  said  that  when 
a  van  he  had  supplied  to  the  char- 
ity for  transporting  goods  to 
Poland  was  returned,  the  medi- 
cines were  in  it  -  so  he  decided  to 
send  them  to  Bosnia. 

Mr  Lane  had  explained  that  he 
had  agreed  to  give  an  aid  worker 
the  drags  to  take  to  Bosnia.  How- 
ever, when  interviewed,  the  man 
claimed  he  had  never  been  con- 
tacted by  Mr  Lane  about  any 
donation  to  the  Bosnian  cause. 

The  inspector  found  that  some 
of  the  inadequately  labelled  drags 
had  been  dispensed. 

Locum  pharmacists  confirmed 
that  similar  bottles  were  on  the 
shelves  and  that  they  had  been 
used  for  dispensing  and  they  had 
not  been  told  by  Mr  Lane  not  to 
use  them. 

Mr  Lane  has  since  sold  his 
pharmacy  and  a  police  investiga- 
tion is  being  made  into  the  activi- 
ties of  the  charity  representative 
of  Brit/Pol,  although  it  is  not 
believed  that  any  charges  have 
yet  been  brought. 

Mr  Lane  denied  that  the 
method  by  which  the  stock  came 
to  be  in  his  possession,  the  re- 
packaging, the  inadequate 
labelling  and  the  possession  of 
the  stock  which  could  have  been 
dispensed,  amounted  to  profes- 
sional misconduct.

Nice  try,  but 
where's  the 
money? 

A  probable  first  in 
computerised  counter 
counselling  and  prescribing 
called  the  Counter  Care 
Pharmacy  System  is  being 
developed  by  VTH  Information 
Systems  to  enable 
pharmacists  and  their 
assistants  to  systematically 
apply  sales  protocols  to  all 
requests  for  OTC  medicines 
(C&D  August  19  p232).  But  as 
with  all  new  and  innovative 
products,  particularly  with  a 
price  tag  of  nearly  £1,000, 
scepticism  will  remain  high 
until  worth  has  been  proved. 

The  principle  is  obviously 
sound,  and  has  been 
researched  and  used  in 
medicine  for  many  years,  but 
to  conduct  a  cross  referencing 
computer  search  for  each 
customer  as  they  request 
either  an  OTC  medicine  or 
advice  will  surely  involve  such 
an  exorbitant  amount  of  time 
for  data  capture  and 
explanations  that  few  will  be 
prepared  to  co-operate.  And 
even  if  customer  agreement 
could  be  achieved,  I  cannot 
envisage  how,  with  our 
present  profit  structure  of 
approximately  33  per  cent 
return  for  each  low  cost  sale, 
sufficient  extra  sales  could  be 
generated  to  pay  for  the 
system  and  the  possible  extra 
staff  needed  for  its  operation. 

However,  the  concept  itself 
is  very  exciting  because  with 
the  now  inevitable  move  to  OP 
dispensing  and  the  continued 
pressure  on  NHS 
remuneration,  community 
pharmacists  have  to  establish 
new  horizons.  Too  much 
emphasis  on  our  expanding 
role  in  the  community  runs 
the  risk  of  minimising  our  core 
role  as  the  experts  on 
medicines  in  the  high  street, 
but  it  is  here  that  our  future 
still  lies.  Dedicated 
pharmacists  presently  exist  in 
every  high  street  but  their 
potential  for  achieving  real 
improvements  in  the  health  of 
the  nation  can  only  be  realised 
when  both  industry  and 
government  accept  that  they 
deserve  a  professional 
remuneration  commensurate 
with  that  responsibility. 

If  medicine  sales  protocols 
are  to  make  their  proper 
contribution  to  patient  care 
then  the  disciplines  and 
accuracy  of  computer  systems 


like  the  Counter  Care 
Pharmacy  System,  will  soon 
become  essential.  But  their 
introduction  will  be 
indefinitely  delayed  while  the 
present  profit  levels  achieved 
from  OTC  medicine  sales  and 
advice  remains  so  woefully 
inadequate. 

There's 
methadone 
mixture ...  and 
methadone 
mixture 

I  wonder  how  much  of  the 
present  furore  over  the  taste 
of  methadone  mixture  is  a 
storm  in  a  tea  cup  and  how 
much  is  the  inevitability  of 
Martindale  Pharmaceuticals 
attempting  to  protect  its  own 


markets. 

When  Martindale  was  the 
principle  supplier  of 
methadone  mixture,  there  was 
no  problem;  but  then  other 
manufacturers,  seeing  the 
potential  in  this  expanding 
market,  introduced  their  own 
products  at  a  more 
competitive  price  and  the 
problems  started.  I  provide 
supplies  to  a  number  of 
addicts  and  when  I  switched 
from  Martindale  to  an 
alternative  supplier  one  of 
these  clients  complained 
about  the  taste  with  the 
remainder  making  no 
comment.  I  had  assumed  that 
all  formulations  would  be 
similar  but  the  amount  of 
recent  press  activity  and  my 
one  objecting  client  has 
confirmed  otherwise. 

I  am  sure  the  actual  activity 
of  all  the  formulations  is  the 
same  but  Martindale  is  now 
making  great  play  on  these 
complaints  and  has 
established  from  the 
Department  of  Health  that  if 
Martindale  is  specified  on  the 
prescription  then  this 
becomes  a  proprietary  and  no 
other  manufacturers'  product 
shall  be  supplied.  Although 
this  interpretation  is  perfectly 
reasonable  -  and  I  agree  with 
Martindale  that  the  practice  by 
some  wholesalers  of 
automatic  switching  of  orders 
to  another  manufacturer 
cannot  be  condoned  -  the 
whole  problem  would  be 
much  more  easily  remedied 
by  the  establishment  of  a  BNF 
formulation.  All  prescriptions 
could  then  be  written 
generically  and  the  price 
would  become  a  function  of 
the  free  market  in  exactly  the 
same  way  as  for  all  other 
generic  drugs. 

In  protecting  its  own  interest 
by  trying  to  'brand'  its 
product,  Martindale  runs  the 
risk  of  alienating  community 
pharmacists  with  the  threat  of 
competing  brands  filling  to 
overflowing  the  limited 
capacity  of  the  CD  cabinets.

Health  messages  relating  to 
smoking  during  pregnancy  usu- 
ally focus  on  the  effects  on  the 
unborn  child.  However,  a  28-year 
follow-up  of  almost  12,000 
Finnish  women  has  found  that 
the  risk  of  death  in  women  who 
smoked  during  pregnancy  was 
higher  than  the  average  for 
female  smokers  and  2.3  times 
that  for  non-smokers. 

The  excess  mortality  was 
found  in  disease  groups  usually 
considered  to  be  related  to 
smoking,  such  as  respiratory  and 
oesophageal  cancer  and  cardio- 
vascular diseases,  as  well  as 


from  accidents  and  suicides. 

The  smoking  habits  were  only 
known  for  the  time  of  pregnancy 
and  the  previous  year  but  no 
information  was  available  about 
cessation  rates  of  commence- 
ment r  ates  after  this  period. 

The  prevalence  of  smoking  in 
this  study  was  low  at  15  per  cent, 
(compared  with  the  figure  of 
about  40  per  cent  commonly 
found  in  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  in  the  1960s).  The 
author  s  suggest  that  when  preva- 
lence is  low,  either  as  a  result  of 
effective  health  edircation  or  for 
more  traditional  reasons,  those 


who  start  smoking  are  seen  as 
'deviants'.  Therefore,  smokers 
may  have  formed  a  group  in 
which  risk  taking  was  more  com- 
mon, health  consciousness  less 
common  and  life  more  stressful. 

The  authors  suggest  that  either 
women  who  smoke  in  pregnancy 
become  very  heavy  smokers,  few 
of  whom  stop,  or  their  life  is 
more  stressful,  with  many 
unhealthy  habits  which  increase 
the  risk  of  an  early  death.  If  this 
is  so,  health  education  or  legal 
restrictions  on  smoking  alone 
will  not  lead  to  pregnant  women 
giving  up  smoking. 


Colonic  strictures  in 
cystic  fibrosos  linked 
to  capsule  coating 

A  copolymer  found  irr  the  enteric 
coating  of  some  pancreatic 
enzyme  capsules  could  be  the  key 
factor  in  the  development  of 
bowel  strictures  in  cystic  fibrosis 
patients,  suggests  Dick  van 
Velzen  professor  of  foetal  and 
infant  pathology  at  Liverpool  Uni- 
versity, writing  in  a  letter  to  Hie 
Lancet. 

In  1993  the  Committee  orr 
Safety  of  Medicines  recom- 
mended that  cystic  fibrosis 
patients  should  switch  to  low- 
strength  pancreatic  enzymes  as 
they  had  been  linked  to  fibrosing 
colonopathy.  However  two 
recent  cases  involved  patients 
receiving  treatment  with  high 
doses  of  a  low  strength  prepara- 
tion (Nutrizym  GR)  which  has  an 
enteric  coating  that  includes 
methacrylic  acid  copolymer.  The 
high-strength  enzyme  prepara- 
tions Pancrease  HL,  Nutrizym  22 
and  Panzytrat  25,000,  previously 
found  to  associated  with  the  con- 
dition also  use  the  same  copoly- 
mer in  their  coatings. 

Professor  van  Velzen  reports 
that,  to  date,  no  association  has 
been  found  between  fibrosing 
colonopathy  and  products  such 
as  Creon,  Pancrease,  and  Pan- 
crex  V,  which  do  not  contain 
methacrylic  acid  copolymer. 

His  major  concern  is  that  fol- 
lowing CSM  advice,  children  have 
been  receiving  high  dosages  of 
low-strength  enzyme  prepara- 
tions. 


No  tar  better  than  low  tar 


Far  mor  e  heart  attacks  could  be 
prevented  by  not  smoking  than 
by  changing  from  one  type  of  cig- 
arette to  another  to  reduce  the 
tar  levels,  advises  a  report  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal. 

Researchers  sent  a  postal  ques- 
tionnaire to  13,926  survivors  of 
myocardial  infarction  and  32,389 
of  their  relatives  who  acted  as 
controls. 

The  rates  of  myocardial  infarc- 
tions in  the  30-49  age-group  were 
about  five  times  higher  for  smok- 
ers as  non-smokers.  At  ages  50-59 
the  rates  for  smokers  were  three 
times  that  of  non-smokers  and 
even  at  ages  60-79  they  were 
twice  as  high  for'  smokers. 

The  risk  seemed  to  be  slightly 
higher  with  medium  tar  than  low 
tar  cigarettes  but  this  was  not 


definite  and  the  difference  in  risk 
between  smokers  and  non-smok- 
ers was  much  greater  than  any 
difference  between  types  of  ciga- 
rettes. 

The  limit  of  12mg/cigarette  on 
tar  yields  that  is  now  being  intro- 
duced in  the  European  Union 
should  help  limit  the  number  of 
premature  deaths  from  tobacco, 
unless  governments  or  smokers 
come  to  regard  reductions  in  tar 
yields  as  a  substitute  for  smoking 
cessation,  comment  the  authors 
of  t  he  report,. 

The  most  important  message 
of  the  study  is  t  hat  irrespective  of 
whether  low  or  medium  tar  ciga- 
rettes are  used,  about  three  quar- 
ters of  the  smokers  who  have  a 
heart  attack  in  their  30s,  40s  or 
50s  need  not  have  done  so. 


US  bites  the  buflet  on  nicotine 


The  US  government  has  clashed 
head-on  with  the  tobacco  indus- 
try by  allowing  the  drag  regula- 
tory authorities  to  declare  nico- 
tine an  addictive  drug. 

However,  whether  the  admin- 
istration will  make  any  proposed 
regulations  stick  remains  to  be 
seen.  Although  t  he  scientific  case 
supporting  nicotine's  ability  to 
produce  dependency  appears 
proven,  the  legality  of  the  move 
has  already  been  challenged  by 
the  tobacco  industry. 

The  Food  &  Drug  Administra- 
tion has  the  right  to  contr  ol  sin- 
gle chemical  entities,  but  the 
attempt    to    regulate  socially 


ingrained  habits  like  smoking 
may  well  be  stretching  its  juris- 
diction. 

Aware  that  the  political  fall-out 
could  be  considerable,  President 
Clinton  has  proposed  a  90-day 
consultation  period,  during 
which  he  hopes  Congress  might 
come  up  with  a  compromise 
package. 

The  President  wants  to  halve 
the  number  of  teenage  smokers 
within  seven  years.  He  also 
wants  the  tobacco  firms  to  cough 
up  $150  million  for  an  educa- 
tional campaign  tar  geted  at  chil- 
dren, ban  sports  sponsorship  and 
cigarette  vending  machines.

Bridling  with  ambition 


David  Coleman  is  a 
proprietor-pharmacist  in 
Southampton.  He  does 
iniinn!  if rnik  horses  yet  he 
knows,  without  looking 
it  up,  how  many  horses 
and  riders  there  are  in 
the  UK  and  just  how 
much  total  sales  through 
UK  saddlery  retailers  are 
worth.  Ailsa  Colquhoun 
finds  out  why 


David  Coleman's  Southamp- 
ton and  district  based 
pharmacy  group  is  grow- 
ing; the  four-  (soon  to  be 
six-)  branch  group  is 
poised  to  take  on  new  internal 
and  external  identities  and  the 
boss  feels  he  is  in  the  business  of 
creating  a  star. 

However,  things  were  not 
always  like  that.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  1990s,  Mr  Coleman  felt  the 
future  of  small  community  phar- 
macies was  looking  a  bit  grim. 
"We  felt  very  much  under  pres- 
sure from  the  Government  and 
the  big  multiples  who  were  buy- 
ing everything  up  at  ridiculous 
prices.  We  felt  ourselves  being 
slowly  squeezed  out." 

Things,  he  said,  came  to  a  head 
in  1992.  "I  was  beginning  to  see 
the  writing  on  the  wall  for  phar- 
macy; we  were  finding  it  very  dif- 
ficult to  stay  cash  rich  -  heavy 
dispensing  was  becoming  quite  a 
liability.  Having  put  years  of 
effort  into  the  professional  side 
of  the  business,  I  was  beginning 
to  feel  quite  resentful  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  its  attitude;  if  you 
could  build  the  business  doing  as 
much  as  we  were  doing  you  should 
be  able  to  run  it  as  a  star  per- 
former -  but  it  was  very  difficult." 

Around  the  same  time,  David 
Coleman's  brother,  Robin,  had 
problems  of  a  different  sort. 

A  saddle  and  harness  maker 
since  1965,  Robin  Coleman 
started  thinking  about  the  diffi- 
culties presented  by  existing 
equestrian  leather  work  prod- 
ucts; the  greatest  being  that  they 
tend  to  be  greasy,  leave  saddlery 
very  sticky,  dissolve  leather  dyes 
-  leaving  riders  with  black 
patches  on  their  backsides  -  and 
rotting  stitching.  A  problem,  per- 
haps, caused  by  the  fact  that  the 
standard  book  at  the  British 
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School  of  Leather  technology 
was  written  in  1906. 

So,  says  Mr  Coleman,  the  two 
brothers  set  about  developing  a 
new  generation  of  products  that 
could  solve  these  problems. 
"Robin  was  always  coming  to  his 
brother  -  the  chemist  -  to  solve 
his  problems  and  I  just  had  this 
feeling  that  pharmacists  know 
enough  about  creams  and  emol- 
lients to  be  able  to  find  a  much 
better  solution."  Experimenting  - 
often  in  the  back  of  the  phar- 
macy -  with  technology  much 
akin  to  that  used  in  the  cosmetic 
and  pharmaceutical  industries, 
the  Coleman  brothers  now 
believe  they  have  created  a

world  beating  range;  the  Cole- 
craft  range  comprises  Premium 
Leather  Food,  concentrated  Sad- 
dle Soap,  Fungistat,  premium 
Strap  Cream  and  Scuff  &  Buff 
wax  repair  crayons. 

Since  launch,  the  equestrian 
business'  turnover  has  doubled 
and  now  has  400  UK  accounts 
and  a  distribution  network. 
There  is  also  a  fair  amount  of 
interest  overseas.  But  the  most 
money  is  to  be  had  in  pharmacy, 
Mr  Coleman  maintains.  The 
equestrian  market  is  small  -  the 
total  market  through  UK  sad- 
dlery retailers  (excluding  feed 
and  insurance)  is  S350m  -  "that's 
less  than  the  toothpaste  market. 
There  are  half  a  million  horses  in 
the  country  and  a  million  rid- 
ers....there's  too  many  people 
chasing  too  little  money." 

The  market  is  also  fickle.  "Lux- 
ury markets  are  much  more 
volatile.  Pharmacy  is  never  very 
exciting;  generally  speaking,  it 
does  not  go  through  the  roof  but 
it  does  not  drop  through  the  floor 
either." 

One  of  the  positive  spin  offs  of 
the  equestrian  project  is  the 
lessons  which  have  been  learned 
and  are  now  being  applied  to  Mr 
Coleman's  again  burgeoning 
pharmacy  business.  "We  found 
[equestrian]  product  marketing 
very  difficult  and  got  a  marketing 


consultant  involved.  He  is  now 
involved  strongly  in  the  develop- 
ment of  my  pharmaceutical  aspi- 
rations, enabling  me  to  develop 
far  more  in  the  way  of  financial 
and  organisational  controls,  in 
order  to  grow  a  group." 

Five  years  on  from  the 
depressing  early  1990s,  Mr  Cole- 
man feels  optimistic  about  the 
new  professional  environment. 

"There's  opportunity  now  to 
negotiate  local  initiatives  and  I 
have  a  reputation  for  trying  to 
find  new  things  for  pharmacists 
to  do.  Even  though  the  days  of 
opening  a  pharmacy  where 
you're  just  dependent  on  a  pre- 
scription sausage  machine,  or 
retailing,  have  gone  forever 
more.  You've  got  to  be  looking  at 
all  kinds  of  add-on  areas  such  as 
carer  training,  nursing  homes, 
patient  compliance  and  relation- 
ships between  hospital  pharma- 
cists and  community  pharma- 
cists. It  might  not  result  in  extra 
money  but  morale  and  money 
are  two  different  things." 

The  tougher  times  have  made 
Mr    Coleman    think  carefully 
about  his  group;  a  "very,  very 
good"  local  PR  act  is  essential,  he 
says,  revealing  his  plans  to  cre- 
ate a  local,  but  corporate,  per- 
sonality. This  will  see  the  group's 
emphasis  move  away  from  David 
J  Coleman  Ltd  to  local  names 
and     a    more  visual 
approach.  The 
newly-acquired

well 


respected  specialist  record  shop 
-  a  business  Mr  Coleman  reck- 
ons is  also  ripe  for  expansion. 

Despite  the  equestrian  and 
musical  interests,  the  group's 
emphasis  continues  to  be  devel- 
oping pharmaceutical  care. 
"We're  going  to  run  an  invalid 
aids  business,  work  up  our  retail- 
ing act,  including  developing 
new  product  groups,  and  look 
more  closely  at  segmenting  our 
fixtures,  according  to  each  phar- 
macy's clientele. 

"I  want  to  create  the  sort,  of 
group  that  people  want  to  join 
because  we're  moving  forward. 
You  just  have  to  go  out  and  sock 
it  to  them."

English  Grains  is  in  the 
process  of  moving  into  a 
new  factory  at 
Swadlincote.  This  will 
enhance  production 
capabilities  and  open  up 
new  opportunities  for 
the  company  to  reap 
rewards  from  its 
investment,  marketing 
director  Peter  Hodgkiss 
tells  Patrick  Grice 


Peter  Hodgkiss  is  prepared 
to  stick  his  neck  out.  "There 
is  no  other  place  in  Europe 
that  will  reach  our  specifi- 
cation at  the  moment,"  he 
says  of  English  Grains'  spanking 
new  factory  and  offices,  built  on 
a  greenfield  site  at  the  edge  of 
Swadlincote,  Derbyshire. 

He  is  desperately  proud  of  the 
new  facility.  "We're  in  the  area  of 
the  central  England  forest  pro- 
ject.  We've  already 
planted  100  trees  around 
the  site." 

With  the  road  past  the  fac- 
tory petering  out   in  an 
opencast    coal  mine 
(soon  to  close) and  the 
cooling  towers  of  a 
power  station  domi- 
nating the  horizon,  the 
greenery  will  be  welcome. 

Some  £12  million  has 
been  invested  in  build- 
ing and  equipping 
30,000sq  ft  of  office  and 
laboratory  space,  and  i 
factory  floor  of 
110,000sq  ft.  With  over 
eight  miles  of  pipework, 
130  miles  of  electrical 
cabling  and  its  own  elec- 
tricity substation,  it  will 
be  capable  of  churning 
out  36  million  tablets  a 
year-  when  working  at 
capacity. 

At  the  end  of  July,  the 
factory  was  virtually 
empty.  Two  packaging 
lines  looked  lost  in  a  hall 
that  will  ultimately  take 
ten,  wor  king  two  shifts. 
Only  one  or  two  produe-

tion  suites  had  equipment 
installed  and  that  was  still  being 
validated  by  technicians. 

However,  by  October,  290  staff 
will  be  in  position, 
equipment 


transferred  from  plants  at  Over- 
seal,  just,  down  the  road,  and  Tre- 
degar in  South  Wales,  and  the  old 
facilities  closed  down. 

So  why  the  decisiorr  to  invest 
heavily  at  a  time  when  the  mar- 
ket is  having  flat  to  marginal 
growth  at  best?  Since  1900, 
nglish  Grains  has 


had  consistently  good  results, 
says  Mr  Hodgkiss,  on  branded 
products  and  in  own-label. 

The    business    turned  over 
SI  7.5m  last  year  (  June-May)  and 
should  reach  S20m  in  1995-96. 
The  owner,  Peter  Black  Hold- 
ings, sees  personal  care  as  the 
way  forward.  "We  are  looking  for 
sound  organic  growth,  acquisi- 
tion within  our  areas  of 
expertise  and 
export

opportunities,"  says  Mr  Hodgkiss. 

Willi  virtually  zero  gearing,  and 
die  capital  investment  in  Swadlin- 
cote accounted  for,  Peter  Black  is 
comfortably  placed  to  make  a 
major  purchase.  "Most  UK  com- 
panies we  might  be  interested  in, 
such  as  Lanes,  are  family-owned," 
points  out  Mr  Hodgkiss. 

However,  he  does  not  dismiss  a 
purchase  outside  the  UK. "We  might 
buy  our  way  int  o  an  export  market. 

"With  our  old  facilities,  we 
were  working  seven  days  a  week 
to  service  the  home  market.  If  we 
want  to  be  serious  about  exports, 
then  we  need  a  bigger  plant." 

Europe  is  definitely  a  target  for 
contract  manufacturing,  but 
"we're  not  desperately  interested 
in  script  products,  as  they  will 
inevitably  be  low  margin  gener- 
ics", explains  Mr  Hodgkiss. 


From  little 
Acorns 


As  its  name  suggests,  Eng- 
lish Grains  was  originally 
formed  to  buy  and  sell 
grains  to  brewers.  Thai 
was  back  in  1882.  The 
company  would  repurchase  the 
fermented  residue  and  sell  ii  mi 
to  farmers  as  animal  feed. 

The  company  bought  another 
by-product  -  yeast,  and  when  it 
was  discovered  that  this  was  a 
rich  source  of  vitamin  B,  English 
Grains  began  to  process  and  sell 
it  as  a  human  food  supplement 
under  the  name  Yestamin. 

It  was  the  beginning  of  a  move 
which  saw  the  emergence  of  a 
range  of  branded  supplements, 
and  the  establishment  of  a  sub- 
stantial contract  manufacturing 
business. 

The  company  remained  in  pri- 
vate hands  until  1989,  when  it 
was  bought  by  Peter  Black  Hold- 
ings forS12.785  million. 

Today,  Peter  Black  Healthcare 
has  four  trading  divisions.

Herbal  remedies' street  cred 


Over  a  short  period  of  time 
there  has  been  a  marked 
shift  in  the  perception 
and  usage  of  herbal  reme- 
dies, says  Peter  Hodgkiss. 
Three  or  four  years  ago  they 
were  perceived  as  fringe  medi- 
cine. Now,  he  claims,  up  to  75  per 
cent  of  people  would  be  pre- 
pared to  try  a  herbal  remedy  as  a 
first-line  treatment. 

The  consumer  has  to  know 
about  the  remedy  -  that's  where 
advertising  and  the  advice  of  a 
well  informed  and  helpful  phar- 
macist conies  in.  Price  is  not  a 
consideration,  but  the  remedy 
has  to  do  what  it  claims,  and 
most  licensed  remedies  will  do 
that. 


"Our  strategy  over  the  last  four 
years  has  been  different  from 
other  people's,"  maintains  Mr 
Hodgkiss.  "They  tend  to  launch  a 
range.  Our  strategy  has  been  to 
launch  brands.  Brands  have  their 
own  image  and  are  supported  by 
advertising.  It's  more  high-risk, 
but  the  rewards  are  higher  ..." 

Against  a  market  showing  only 
marginal  growth,  English  Grains' 
branded  products  business  grew 
by  16  per  cent  last  year  and  20 
per  cent  the  year  before.  Growth 
in  1995-96  is  targeted  at  17  per 
cent. 

"Our  main  locus  is  on  the 
development  of  licensed  herbal 
remedies,"  says  Mr  Hodgkiss, 
"and  we  now  cover  most  thera- 


peutic niches."  The  company 
likes  to  search  out  a  niche  of  a 
particular  size,  and  launch  a 
product  into  it,  with  the  aim  of 
becoming  brand  leader. 

Recent  product  launches  have 
been  in  the  cough/cold  area 
(Countei~points,  August  12),  but 
there  is  nothing  else  major  in  the 
pipeline  for  this  year. 

The  company  reaches  3,500- 
4,000  pharmacies  through  its 
field  force  and  a  further  3,000  as 
the  result  of  its  telesales  opera- 
tion. "Herbal  remedies  is  an  area 
tailor-made  foi  pharmacies. 
When  people  have  seen  a  prod- 
uct advertised,  but  are  not  sure, 
who  better  to  ask  than  their  phar- 
macist?" asks  Mr  Hodgkiss.

Louise  Thornton,  Self- 
Medication  (UK)  IMS, 
looks  at  the  impact  of 
GSL  analgesics  with 
small  packs  of  ibuprofen 
now  available  to  the 
grocery  trade. 

"In  view  of  the  recent  P  to  GSL 
moves  we  have  seen  lor  ibupro- 
fen, namely  Galpharm's  ibupro- 
fen, Proflex  (Zyma)  and  Nurofen 
(Crookes),  il  is  worth  taking  a 
look  at  how  the  OTC  analgesics, 
where  stocked  in  grocery,  per- 
form compared  with  pharmacy. 

"The  i  iverall  <  >T( '  analgesic 
market,  worth  £226  million,  is 
clearly  dominated  by  the  phar- 
macy trade  which  takes  the  lion's 
share  of  the  market,  having  three- 
quarters  of  the  value  and  having 
grown  by  6  per  cent  during  the 
past  year.  The  grocery  sector, 
accounting  for  the  remainder,  lias 
witnessed  a  marginally  greater 
growth  of  7  per  cent  on  year. 

"For  the  most  part,  the  leading 
small  GSL  analgesic  packs  in 
supermarkets  show  sales  exceed- 
ing those  for  the  same  packs  in 
pharmacy.  In  fact,  the  top  selling 
grocery  24  and  12  tablet  packs 
generate  double  the  sales  of  the 
same  size  packs  in  pharmacy.  An 
exception  to  this  appears  to  In- 
soluble 24  tablets  where  grocery 
sales  are  only  half  those  in  phar- 
macy, reflecting  the  strength  of 
Solpadeine. 

"However,  the  leading  OTC 
analgesic  brand  in  grocery  gener- 
ates sales  more  than  double  those 
in  pharmacy,  and  without  excep- 
tion every  line  stocked  by  grocery 
outlets  has  sales  exceeding  those 
in  pharmacy.  The  leading  packs  in 
pharmacy  are  the  larger  volume 
packs:  the  100s  tablets  and  60s 
soluble,  as  a  result  of  supervised 
sales  by  the  pharmacist.  Only 
time  will  tell  if  the  small  ibupro- 
fen packs  in  grocery  will  steal 
sales  away  from  pharmacies."

Fisons'  move  to  reposition  itself 
as  a  marketing-led  drugs  com- 
pany is  an  unrealistic  strategy 
says  Rhone  Poulenc  Rorer,  fol- 
lowing the  launch  of  i(s  £1.7  bil- 
lion hostile  bid  for  the  company. 

The  bid,  which  took  the  phar- 
maceutical market  by  surprise 
last  Friday,  pushed  the  price  of 
Fisons'  shares  up  Tip  to  264.5p, 
fuelled  by  expectations  that  RPR 
or  a  white  knight  would  pay  more 
than  the  240p  per  share  offer. 

The  bid  is  "not  welcome"  at 
Fisons  as  the  price  will  not  com- 
mand the  board's  support,  says 
chief  executive  Stuart  Wallis. 

Mr  Wallis  says  the  bid  comes  at 
an  inauspicious  time  -  before  the 
group  has  the  chance  to  com- 
plete its  restructuring  pro 
gramme  and  demonstrate  poten- 
tial for  future  growth. 

Fisons  is  in  the  process  of 
shipping  away  peripheral  assets 
to  build  a  core  business  of  devel- 
oping and  marketing  late  stage 
drugs.  The  research  and  develop- 
ment business  was  sold  to  Astra 
earlier  this  year  and  the  instru- 
ment division  is  likely  to  be  hived 
off  to  I'S-based  Thermo  Instru- 
ments, pending  US  anti-trust 
approval,  next  year. 

In  a  letter  to  Fisons'  sharehold- 
ers, RPR  president  and  chief 
executive  officer  Michael  de 
Rosen  said  Fisons'  strategy 
would  not  provide  "sustainable 
growth  or  value  to  sharehold- 
ers." He  maintained  that  a 
merger  with  a  larger  company 
was  the  only  option. 

"RPR  can  exploit  Fisons' 
existing  assets  in  a  way  Fisons 
cannot  independently.  With  a 
strong  global  marketing  pres- 
ence, the  enlarged  group  will 
have  a  greater  competitive  mass

On  track  for  the  millenium 


Robert  Gartside's  dream  of  see- 
ing the  Welsh  Highland  Railway 
restored  may  soon  come  true  if  it 
wins  the  Millenium  Fund's  £5 
million  jackpot. 

Mr  Gartside,  who  is  chairman 
of  the  Welsh  executive  of  the 
Royal  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  a  part-time  locum  with  the 
Rowland  pharmacy  chain,  is 
coordinating  with  the  Millenium 
Fund  team  in  his  role  as  trackbed 
warden  for  the  railway. 

The  team  carried  out  its  final 


inspection  last  week  and  a  deci- 
sion is  expected  to  be  made  by 
November. 

The  project  is  one  of  only  three 
contenders  in  Wales  -  the  Cardiff 
Bay  Opera  House  and  the  new 
Cardiff  rugby  ground  are  the 
other  two  -  and  Mr  Gartside 
believes  it  stands  a  good  chance 
of  winning.  "The  re-opening  of 
the  railway  has  been  a  dream  for 
a  lot  of  people  for  a  long  time," 
says  Mr  Gartside. 

The  railway,  which  runs  along 


a  scenic  25-mile  route  between 
Caernarfor  and  Porth  Madog, 
was  closed  down  in  1938 
because  of  a  cashflow  hiccup. 

Mr  Gartside  is  a  member  of  the 
Ffdstiniog  Railway,  a  sub-divi- 
sion of  the  Welsh  Highland  Soci- 
ety, and  was  elected  warden  two 
years  ago.  His  duties  have 
included  liaisons  with  the 
National  Trust  and  landowners. 
"I've  always  been  interested  in 
railways.  There  is  a  huge 
romance  involved." 


The  National  Eczema  Society's 
pilot  workshops  on  skin 
management  proved  a  success 
with  more  than  90  community 
pharmacists  from  Stratford-on- 
Avon,  Leeds  and  Reading 
attending.  The  NES  is  currently 
collating  feed-back  and  intends 
to  roll  out  a  nation-wide  training 
programme  for  pharmacists.
